Threatened but still thriving

Any day of the year, a walk down by the 
Jordan River is a pleasantexperience. Wild- 
flowers bloom from spring through fall, the 
quiet sounds of gently moving water, soft 
plashes of small fish or large insects, a doe 
grazing along the edge, the plop of snow 
falling off laden branches — these are the 
typical sounds and sights that can soothe 
and quiet a busy mind. 

But, present also, may be the sound of the 
chain saw, drunken canoers, or the silence 
of sand eroding, and deadly chemicals seep- 
ing into the channel. 

These are the concerns of many friends 
of the Jordan River, and much discussion 
has developed recently regarding the future 
of the river. 

John Richter, East Jordan veterinarian 
and conservationist, along with John Van 
Dyke, a 40-year resident of the banks of the 
Jordan, led one such discussion recently, 
at a meeting of the East Jordan Garden 
Club. 

“The Jordan is probably the only com- 
plete preserved and intact riverine system 
in lower Michigan,” Richter noted, “And 
there are very few in the world any more.” 
He praised past area planners for the ac- 
complishment of making preservation of 
the river a high priority for many years. 

And the river, in many ways, has recov- 
ered from the past abuses — the indiscrimi- 
nate logging and road building across feeder 
streams, the mutilation of banks by cattle or 
construction. 

Yet, despite growing support of preser- 
vation, sO many issues threaten the river 
that it sometimes seems to area conserva- 
tionists that the river is taking the prover- 
bial one step forward and two steps back. 


Dealing with the problems 

BH Solutions to a Great Lakes predica- 
ment may do more harm than good to the 
Jordan River. Because no dams bar the 
way, sea lamprey swim upstream into the 
river, using its pristine waters as a breeding 
ground. A number of methods have been 
attempted to prevent the travel of the spawn- 
ing parasites, but both “modern” methods 
cause a lot of damage to the occupants of 
the nver system. 

Chemical pesticides indiscriminately 
destroy both the lamprey larvae and the 
season’s aquatic insects and worms, when 
dumped in the river during spawning. With 
the insects at the base of the food chain, the 
entire ecosystem feels the effects of such a 
loss. 

In seeking better lamprey control, the 
chemical attack has been replaced with an 
electric weir or barrier. The weir spans the 
river with voltage from March to July, 
preventing the adult lamprey from running 
up the river to spawn. 

Unfortunately, said Richter, it also pre- 
vents the spring mn of steelhead and other 
trout from entering the river. Walking down 
by the weir during its ‘‘on’” season, one can 
usually see a floating collection of dead fish 
zapped by the voltage. 

Richter said the weir sometimes kills 
mammals, such as the young otter recently 
found electrocuted. 

“It's not an ideal solution,” said Richter. 
“The sea lamprey do no harm to the river 
itself, But it is a national priority to contain 
spawning. Whatever measures are taken 
change the river.” 

Richter said the federal government su- 
persedes any other agencics in the lamprey 
control issue, and the voices speaking for

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Non-homestead millage 
important funding source 


When Michigan voters approved Pro- 
posal A in March, 1993, they established a 
completely new system for financing pub- 
lic schools — a system that combines prop- 
erty and sales taxes to provide a foundation 
level of funding foreach student enrolled in 
each school in the state. 

Property taxes are levied on homesteads 
(the residence you live in) and non-home- 
steads (second homes, businesses and some 
forms of vacant land). 

In East Jordan, the funding system estab- 
lished under Proposal A provided a Foun- 
dation Grant of $5,104 per student this 
year. That Foundation Grant comes from 
two sources: 

M@ Approximately 33 percent of our grant 
is raised locally, with revenues generated 
by the current 18-mill non-homestead prop- 
erty tax. 

W@ The other 67 percent of our grant 
comes from the state — from revenues gen- 
erated by the 6 mills levied statewide on all 
forms of property, and from the sales tax 
revenues generated under Proposal A. 

At the annual election to be held on 
Monday, June 12, East Jordan voters will 
be asked to renew the 18-mill non-home- 
stead property tax for a period of 20 years.

The renewal of this millage is crucial for 
your schools, since it represents approxi- 
mately 33 percent of our annual operational 
funds, amounting to nearly $2.1 million 
next year. Failure to renew the millage 
would cripple our educational program and 
hurt our children. This renewal is a local 
responsibility. The state will not make up 
this revenue shortage. 

Local voters need to know they won’t be 
raising taxes on the homes they live in when 
they go to the polls to renew these mills. 
The 18 mills they will be asked to renew are 
levied on non-homestead property only. 
In an effort to ensure a stable millage rate, 
stable funding and minimal election costs 
in the future, the school district will seek the 
renewal for a period of 20 years. 

Again, the 18 mills is levied on non- 
homestead property only — and please re- 
member to vote on June 12. 

Thank you for your continued support of 
education.

rable ever. 
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With the recent National Crime Victims Rights Week 
over, many will put thoughts about the effects of crime on 
society in the back of their minds. But crime victims often 
can’t forget — especially when they carry the scars — 
physical or psychological — of the crime they have suffered. 

Every 26 seconds in this country, someone is victimized 
by crime. Michigan is a leader in victims rights, and with 
the Crime Victims Rights Act, is a model for other states in 
the nation. 

The author of victims rights in Michigan, State Senator 
William Van Regenmorter (R-Jenison), is not satisfied 
with allowing the issue to rest. He is constantly asking what 
changes are necessary, what legislation is working, and 
what is not. 

The senator enlisted Charlevoix County prosecutor Ri- 
chard W. May to assist him in writing effective new 
legislation. Issues hard hit this year in legislation: 

* Domestic violence — with numerous changes in the law 
to better protect victims 

* Truth in sentencing — to ensure victims the offender will 
serve the full time sentenced 

* Mandatory registration for sex offenders — to be imple- 
mented in 1995 

* Weapon Free Schools bill and Drug Free Schools zones 
expansion 

* Felonies for being under the influence causing death or 
serious injury now include operation while visibly im- 
paired 

* Stalking legislation ~ it is now a crime to make another 
person fearful or frightened by continued actions/threats 

* Personal Protection Orders — deter offenders from 
continued harassment of a victim 

Prosecutor May assures that the focus is to prevent the 
victim being re-victimized in the criminal justice system. 
The goal of the prosecutor’s office, with the assistance of 
the Victim Advocate, is to treat victims with dignity and 
respect, to communicate with them throughout the pros- 
ecution process, and make them aware of their rights. 

The Victim/Witness Unit coordinates victim rights for 
all three courts ~ Probate (Juvenile), District and Circuit. 
To cover the expense of these legislative mandates, con- 
victed defendants are ordered to pay an assessment for 
crime victims rights. 


Advocate eases the victim’s burden 

The Victim Advocate has the fundamental goal of trying 
to remedy victim neglect and frustration by affirming the 
victim's value within the criminal justice system. The three 
basic and often interrelated functions of the advocate is to 
guide victims through the maze of the criminal trial pro- 
cess, inform victims of the existence of statutory rights, and 
assess the possibility of and enforcement of restitution. 

The Victim Advocate actively asserts, promotes and 
expands on the victim’s rights and establishes early inter- 
action between the victim and the court. Victims want to 
fee] they are making a valuable contribution. Key evidence 
for the prosecution may rest on a victim’s testimony, so the 
advocate demonstrates how to be effective in testimony 
and bolster confidence and morale in the courtroom. 

The laws of victims rights are dynamic. New rights, 
programs and compensation options are constantly being 
legislated and litigated. The Charlevoix County Prosecutor’s 
Office enforces the rights of all victims of crime. Victims 
are informed of their rights and given all the necessary 
information explaining the trial process and victim/witness 
testimony information. 

If restitution is an issue, documentation is gathered to 
assure all victim costs are covered in restitution requests. 
Victim Impact Statements are sent to every victim of a 
crime to get their feelings regarding the crime; how the 
crime has affected their lives; and how they would like the 


The fundamental rights of victims 
A victim of a crime has the right to: 

@ Be treated with fairness and respect for her 
dignity and privacy throughout the criminal justice 
process. 

@ Timely disposition of the case following arrest 
of the accused. 

@ Be reasonably protected from the accused 
throughout the criminal justice process. 

@ Notification of court proceedings. 

@ Attend trial and all other court proceedings the 
accused has the right to attend. 

B@ Confer with the prosecution. 

g Make a statement to the court at sentencing. 
@ Restitution. 

@ Information about the conviction, sentence, 
imprisonment, and release of the accused.

case handied. 

‘The prosecutor talks with victims in every violent crime 
and asks what they would like to see happen to the person 
who committed the crime. There are many different re- 
sponses — from relief the offender was caught, to the desire 
to see a stiff punishment given. 


Especially for domestic violence victims 

The formation of the Domestic Violence Task Force has 
enabled Charlevoix County to develop a Domestic Vio- 
lence Policy unifying all police agencies on procedures in 
responding to incidents. The task force establishes 
prosecutorial guidelines against the batterer. All agencies 
need to be consistent in handling domestic violence cases 
— the police, prosecutors, courts and therapeutic services. 

Chief Assistant Prosecutor Mary Beth Kur recently 
received a grant to attend the Foundations for Justice 
Seminar on Domestic Violence. After attending, she held 
training sessions for all law enforcement officers in 
Charlevoix County to inform them of duties when re- 
sponding, investigating and reporting domestic violence 
calls. 

Last year, the Day Bag Program was initiated with the 
help of the ladies of the Barnard Grange. The idea came 
about when County Prosecutor’s Victims Advocate Sandy 
Ward visited the Women’s Resource Center shelter seek- 
ing a way tohelp alleviate stress for the victims of domestic

violence. The victim often hurriedly leaves her home to 
free herself from the abusive environment, but finds herself 
with nothing but the clothes she is wearing. 

The Day Bag provides a nightgown and personal groom- 
ing items to make her comfortable for the night and get her 
ready for the next day. This takes one more thing off her 
mind So the victim can concentrate on what she needs and 
wants to do. 

The victim must realize that without the defendant’s 
conviction, the assailant is unlikely to get counseling or 
treatment, and that without such counseling, the violence is 
likely to continue. The Probation Department, as a part of 
sentencing, is now recommending a 26-week comprehen- 
sive anger management class for batterers. 

A prosecution policy which includes the certainty of 
punishment, rather than the severity of the punishment may 
be a deterrent to potential assailants and repeat offenders. 
Domestic violence is a crime and it will be treated as a 
crime, with prosecution and a “No Drop” policy on all 
domestic violence cases. 


The youngest victims 
The Charlevoix Victims Assistant Program is particu- 
larly devoted to young victims, making the office a friendly 
place, less intimidating to children. The Victim Advocate 
tries to befriend the young children by talking and playing.

The Victim/Witness Unit has a collection 
of stuffed animals and toys to entertain the 
youngsters. 

The Victim Advocate explains to chil- 
dren that they are just here to tell the truth 
and not because of anything they did wrong, 
before the prosecutor talks to children to 
get the facts needed for prosecuting the 
case. 


When the case reaches court, children 
usually have to wait to testify. The Victim 
Advocate stays with the child and helps 
pass time with Disney movies, a walk out- 
side, puzzles, ora variety of other activities. 

Each child gets to pick a stuffed toy to 
hold in court and take home. The Barnard 


Grange, local service groups, and churches 
have given hundreds of stuffed toys bring- 
ing many smiles to the children. 

Hopefully, the children leave with a posi- 
tive attitude, happy they told their story — 
the truth. Many of the children come back 
and visit the prosecutors and victim advo- 
cate, wanting to talk and play again. They 
feel safe, and the criminal process was 
made less frightening for them. 

The Child Abuse Task Force of 
Charlevoix County was formed to keep 
track of all child cases, making sure proce- 
dures are followed and that there is follow- 
up on all young victims.

The trout, northern pike and walleye sea- 
sons all opened in our area on the last 
weekend of April. As to be expected, the 
opener was a mixed bag of results. 

First the good news — the trout opener 
wasn't too bad for those who fished the 
feeder streams of the main rivers. I talked 
with several people who fished on Deer, 
Cascade or Landslide creeks and the upper 
reaches of the Jordan. Many anglers fared 
very well. 

The keys to success were fishing live bait 
and looking for clean waters. After 
Thursday’s rain of about two inches, the 
main rivers were very dirty and silted from 
run-off. Fishing with red worms trailing 
behind small gold spinners was the best 
ticket to filling the creel. 

Fly anglers weren’t as lucky, as the rivers 
are still running quite cold and the fly 
hatches haven’t come out yet. This week- 
end should be better for the fly fishermen — 
the water should be warmer and running 
cleaner.

are you? I have had only one report and that 
was rotten. Three anglers sharing a boat, 
took just one 13-pound northern in two 
days of fishing. I know there have to be 
more of you and I want to hear from you. 
Let your local shop know how you are 
doing. 

Now for the bad news — the walleye 
fishing. All area lake fishermen reported 
that walleye catches were low. This is due 
to the water temperatures from the low to 
mid-40s. I found walleye anywhere be- 
tween two and 50 feet of water. 

This is the time of straight scrounge fish- 
ing. Chasing walleye now means fishing 
different depths and many different pat- 
terns to have any chance of success. Don’t 
get stuck fishing any single method. If you 
don’t get a bite in 15 or 20 minutes, change 
your tactic or move on to another area and 
try other groups of fish. 

Turkey hunters have been doing very 
well. I have many reports of hunters bag- 
ging their birds. The second season should 
be just as good as in recent years. 


I have also heard there are mushrooms 
out in the woods with many reports of black 
morels found. Those finding the delicacies 
aren’t finding many, but are having some 
luck in finding them almost every time out. 

FYI: The DNR planted 40,000 brown 
trout in Lake Charlevoix this week. The 
agency also is trying to imprint the Medusa 
pond as a return area for some 30,000 
Chinook salmon. 

The DNR also reports that the walleye 
rearing pond off Mountain Road is now 
filled. Plankton will be introduced this week, 
with the walleye fry coming from the Bark 
River hatchery next week. Release of the 
fish will be in six to eight weeks, depending 
on the amount of plankton produced, and 
how long it lasts as feed for the young fish.

protection of the river are unheard over the clamor of the 
international treaty calling for the eradication of the para- 
site. 


@ Lumbering, though now generally practiced with 
more environmental consciousness, has left a long-term 
mark on the river. Largely lumbered off by the 1930s, the 
trees have recovered the landscape, but the effects of silt 
caused by erosion of denuded banks continues to have an 
effect on the river itself. 

“The river was considerably deeper in early days,” Van 
Dyke told the group. 

In fact, according to Richter, sand is the river’s most 
serious present pollutant. 

“As acold water stream, the Jordan was a gravel-bottom 
river,” he noted. 

Deposits of sand disturb fish and other water creatures’ 
breeding patterns. It destroys river-bottom vegetation, and 
fills crevices. This not only hinders feeding, but tiny 
aquatic creatures need such habitat to protect them from 
predators and from being swept downstream. 

The sand fills in deeper backwaters and eddies that are 
necessary to both the smallest and largest of river wildlife. 
As the river becomes more shallow, the temperature of the 
water climbs — a potentially devastating change. 

The sand run-off is not just caused by lumbering, said 
Van Dyke. Any construction or other disturbance of the top 
soil or vegetation near the river, or any of the tributaries, 
adds to the sand bedload. 

The river, left alone, might recover after a few hundred 
years — the power of the constant flow slowly moving the 
particles of sand to the mouth and beyond into Lake 
Charlevoix. 


Recall election June 29

Jordan Township voters will decide this summer whether 
to change three-fifths of the township board. A recall 
election has been approved for June 29 by the Antrim 
County Special Elections Committee. 

The committee, which consists of chairperson and Antrim 
County Clerk Laura Sexton, Bellaire school board member 
Terry Rawe and Forest Home Township clerk Marcella 
Wildman, voted May 4 to allow a ballot question on the 
recall of three Jordan Township Board members. Targeted 
are township supervisor Joseph Haney Sr., clerk Leona 
Stanek and trustee Lucille Lercel. 

The three board members are officially being recalled for 
reappointing two people to the board of review. Those 
individuals reduced so many agricultural assessments in 
the township last year, the state placed a factor on all 
assessments in the property class, raising taxes. 

Recall petitions also stated the three officials did not read 
letters to the public at meetings from the state tax commis- 
sion tegarding the factor, or the resignation letter from 
treasurer Laura Stanek. “Repeated disregard of the wishes 
and opinions of the township citizens,” was another reason 
for recall listed on the three petitions. 

Other reasons have been cited by residents as well, most 
recently the firing of assessor John McDonald, who had 
criticized the reduced assessments of the township officials 
and subsequent review board reappointments. 

Sexton approved 99 signatures on Stanek’s recall peti- 
tion, 95 on Haney’s and 94 on Lercel’s. A total of 51 
signatures was required for each individual to face a recall 
election. The three officials did not contest any of the 
Signatures on their petitions. 

Sexton has sent notification of the upcoming election to 
the three recall targets, via registered mail. Upon notifica- 
tion, they will each have 72 hours to write a response to the 
recall attempt, which will appear on the ballot along with 
the recall question. No responses were received by Sexton’s 
office as of May 8. 
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In an effort to help the river, sand traps have been placed 
with some success. But new sand is continually eroding 
into the river, accelerated through the activities of humans. 
Construction and lumbering are culprits, as are recreational 
vehicles — ORVs, mountain bikes and snowmobiles. 

“At one time there were holes 20 feet deep in the river,” 
said Van Dyke. “No more.” 

People on the river have a tremendous impact on the 
water quality. Van Dyke said one day last summer, he 
counted 200 various water craft on the river near his home. 

“We don’t want to keep the canoers out, but they do have 
an effect,” he said. “They’re often drinking and making a 
lot of noise.” He noted incorporating a deposit on cans and 
bottles has made a significant difference on the litter 
problem. 


@ Richter is working hard to prevent another impending 
pollution source — that of gas well construction. He cites 
Otsego and Montmorency counties as examples of the 
damage installation and abandonment of the wells has 
caused. 

“With no protection, those counties now have thousands 
of miles of pipelines, access roads, and discharge wells. 

“There was no control on the access roads — they just 
plowed across streams with their heavy trucks to lay 
pipeline,” Richter explained. “It has caused considerable 
degradation.” 

Richter said another concern is capping of old wells no 
longer producing. If the well is not properly sealed, there is 
a risk of contamination of aquifers. 

Richter urges private landowners to either say no to the 


gas companies when they come calling, or to make sure 
every detail is arranged contractually. Otherwise, land- 
owners have little recourse against abuses. 


M@ The impact of gas wells on the river is already 
noticeable. A federally-operated fish hatchery (which adds 
its own problems of escaping sediments and nutrients to the 
pollution mix) has allowed two gas well at its entrance 
creek on the east side of the river north of Alba. Recently 
installed wells in the Adams Road area are already adding 
to the erosion problem. 

The misguided introduction of salmon to the river by the 
Department of Natural Resources has also had an impact, 
driving out the smaller native species such as brook trout. 

Yet, Richter and Van Dyke still feel the river has so much 
to offer, so much value that needs further protection. 

“For all that there are very few fish,” said Van Dyke, “the 
river continues as pretty as ever. The water is crystal clear.” 

Through the Friends of the Jordan River Watershed, 
Richter has taken the issue to the DNR, hoping to add the 
protection of Wild-Scenic to the lower river and its tribu- 
taries. 

“We can’t just consider the river a channel of water any 
more,” said Richter. “Even the most insignificant thing is 
a link in the watershed chain. The river affects everything 
around it, and everything around affects the river.”
